An official police communique 
saki Sobien was arrested at ll 
p.m. in his hotel room because 
he entered the country on a 
forged Canadian passport on TVieu- 
day. 
Sobien was asleep when plain­ 
clothes police entered his room 
to take him into custody. 
The ex-psychiatrist, who suf­ 
fers from lymphatic leukemia—a 
form of blood cancer—complained 
“I do not feel well” when he 
was arrested. 
Reliable sources said Sobien. 
who was scheduled to surrender 
to a federal court in New York 
today to start a life sentence for 
spying in the United States dur­ 
ing wartime, flew here from New 
York with a Canadian passport 
bearing the name of a dead 
brother. 
(Sobien had a brother, Boris, 
who committed suicide in Mon­ 
treal about five years ago. He 
also has a number of relatives 
living in Canada.) 
Authoritative sources said the 
82-year-old Lithuanian-born Sobien 
was cleared through customs at 
Lydda airport and took a taxi cab 
to a small Tel Aviv botel. 
Asked ftu* his passport at the 
desk. Sobien told the clerk be had 
lost it on the way Ohm the air­ 
port. He was given a room and 
almost immediately complained 
about the lack of air-conditioning 
in the near 80-degree tempera­ 
ture. 
The sources said the botel man­ 
agement became suspicious of his 
actions and called police. The in­ 
vestigation led to Soblen's true 
identity and he was immediately 
taken into custody. 
Sources said Sobien was taken 
to an undisclosed place in Tel 
Aviv pending instructions from 
the minister of interior. 
(In New York. the US atter 
ney'j office said it bad been noti­ 
fied officially of Soblen’s arrest 
and the government would take 
steps to get bim back to the 
United States > 
Sobien was convicted about a 
year ago He had been freed on 
$100,000 bail pending an appeal to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. The 
court refused the review early 
this week. 
Federal authorities were in­ 
formed Wednesday that Sobien 
had been missing since Monday 
night. 
Israel does not haw an extra­ 
dition treaty with the United 
States. But highly-placed source* 
said Sobien “will be asked lo 
leave the country" by the Interior 
Ministry because be entered un­ 
der a false name and bad a crim­ 
inal record.

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Paris Is Always Paris 
The Editor Finds 
It Hard To Keep 
Mind On Business

This really should be datelined 
PARIS. < 
It was in the ever-fascinating City of Light a 
few days ago where, while having mid-afternoon 
coffee at a colorful sidewalk cafe on the magni­ 
ficent Champs Elysees, I began catching up on 
memory of a quickly fading European journey — 
one that had taken me to capitals and other cities 
of Spain, Portugal, Italy, France, Germany, Eng­ 
land, Belgium, The Netherlands, Luxembourg and 
Switzerland. 
First purpose — or excuse, take your choice— 
for this excursion was, to be sure, serious study 
of the European Economic Community. Upon this 
I have duly done my observing and reporting chore. 
But just what human can spend nearly five 
weeks in a dozen or more of Europe’s most capti­ 
vating cities without finding study frequently in­ 
terrupted by diversions neither disturbing nor at 
all unwelcome? 
On the Champs, of all places, leisurely pass­ 
ing of that exciting world which is Paris dis­ 
courages reflection. On the Champs, of all places, 
.why should I have been looking back up the road 
to Bad Gotesberg, only a few miles from Bonn, 
seat of the West German government? 


Richboro Fatality 


But there it was, the quaint and typical Ger­ 
man Rheinhotel Dreesen, in a quaint and typical 
little German resort town nestled between the 
stately and fabled Rhine and an assortment of 
woodlands, hills and vineyards adding up to one 
of the softest scenic panoramas imagination c an 
conceive. 
I had spent two days in Bonn, the comparative­ 
ly new-born city of new government buildings and 
thousands of new homes and apartment buildings, 
talking with government and business people about 
the Common Market and getting the same answers 
I had gotten everywhere else. 
Expectedly, dinners of weinerschnitzel, sauar- 
braton and schweinekotelette were much more 
stimulating and satisfying than the EEC confer- 
t 
ences, served as they were at various times in the 
« Dreesen’s fabulous outdoor dining room over which 
I 
towered literally scores of ancient oaks. 
Equally as educational (I was studying, you 
must remember) was an exhilarating motor-launch 
trip on the fabulous Rhine, an unbelievable busy 
commercial water artery alive with traffic from 
its mouth at Rotterdam on the North Sea south to 
Switzerland and serving many of Germany’s great 
industrial cities. 
The Rhineland castles, vineyards, and lazy 
villages may well have been living pictures lifted 
from an imaginative story-book. 


There too, as Parisians promenaded past my 
Champs' cafe on what must be the widest and most 
handsome boulevard in the world — and I have 
seen a few of the world’s boulevards — was the 
U.S. Military Cemetery near Luxembourg where 
a vast sea of white crosses is vivid reminder of 
the Infiniteness of that human catastrophe known as 
World War II. 
Luxembourg, you recall, was within stone's 
throw of the historic Battle of the Ardennes in 
December, 1944, a battle which Indelibly recorded 
for posterity such names as "The Bulge” and "Bas- 
togne” and “Patton” 
and “Vandenberg” and 
“Bradley” and “McAuliffe” whose celebrated an­ 
swer of “Nuts,” to a Nazi surrender demand cheer­ 
ed Americans no end during a few of the last and 
very darkest days of the war. 
Those white crosses mark the graves of more 
than 5,WO GIs who made the supreme sacrifice. 
And at me very head of waat might well be a di­ 
vision resting at ease (forever) stands another 
simple white cross. This is the only memorial to 
old Blood and Guts, General George S. Patton, who 
probably wouldn't have wanted it otherwise. 
I had also stood in thoughtfulness in the Ger­ 
many Military Cemetery, only a 
few hundred 
yards away and across a shallow valley. Here in 
stark grimness are an almost equal number of, 
not white crosses, but small dark headstones all 
but buried in forest-guarded fields.

der near the magnificent Notre Dame Cathedral 
— all of which I had found time to do. 
Since Paris is Paris, you can thrill at it and 
with it, if your spirit is attuned, by merely being 
here. History, art, taste, elegance. And an easily 
definable sense of savoir-vivre. These all are Paris, 
the bouquet of which may always be captured, 
even if faintly, by one sensitive enough to hear, 
to see, to do. 


I paid my two new francs to the garcon, left 
the caff, strolled back up the Champs toward the 
Ar** de Triomphe, crossed over to and down Ave­ 
nue Hoche, and reluctantly made my way to my 
hotel, the Royal Monceau. 
This was my last evening in Paris, in Europe, 
Early next morning I would be aboard an Air 
France Caravelle for Geneva, a mere 
stopping 
point for charging to a Swissair Boeing 707 which 
in a relatively few hours would be back in New 
York, 
As I said at lilt1 beginning, this should have 
been datelined PARIS.
